We 
can acarcelj eoneeire how such reports gat 
into eireulation. Battles here, batilM there, 
battles ererjwhera wera deseribed, all of 
them haing Confederate eielories, and re- 
sulting la tha capture of multitudinous 
prisoners and Innofte artillery. To be 
sure it was rather diffienlt to eonprebend 
tha atratagy of theea eoaaplioatad mare- 
meats, aad tha taatios of these numerous 
fislds; but, aerertheless, the reports came 
from so many sources, and agreed lo well 
in their general featnree, that we were in- 
clined te ecedii them with at least a basis 
of truth. Yet it turas out that after tha 
battle of Perry Tille, on the 8th iast., no 
general action was fought Kirby Smith 
enoountered Critteaden’s fhreee aear 
Frankfort, and defeated Ihens, and ibis is 
the last ws hear of any fighting. For eome 
days nothing^ie known of the movements of 
eurarmy. We hod imagined it advancing

We don't vFant the lawe of Congress under 
the Constitution defle4, and their execution 
reaisted auccessfully by mobs. We don’t 
want State laws made on purpose to thwart 
tha objeet of the Constitatien. Wa don't 
want open rebellion against the law — armed 
Fahellion, each as wm up by tha Aboli- 
tionists ki Kaneoai nor a fraudulent ava- 
aion of tha purpose of Congress, as was aU 
tempted by Sauthem fanatiae in that Terri- 
tory. These were all abuses, and for them 
all there was ample remedy provided in the 
ballot-box. The atrocious frauds and the 
bloody remedies were all in defiance of the 
ConeUtation. The Union as It was is not a 
Union with suoh abuaes. We do not expect 
that under the Constitution as it is we shall 
have no abusee. As long as govemmeat is 
sulministered by men, always fallible and 
sometimes depraved, we aball not have a 
government without wrongs. It is an 
idle retort u> bring up abuses under the 
Constitution to discredit tkt mitimmt the 
CbnstvAthoa aa il m and f As Umion aa it traa. * 

The Union ws it was made was a Union 
of free and slave States, and such it has al- 
ways been. Our fathers took the States as 
they were, and formed s Union with them 
as they were. That was the only pwsible 
Uodon then, and -‘ft is tha only possible 
Union now. They did not undertake lo 
xai&odel the Btatei^ to make them uniform 
on the subject of slavery. They knew it 
was a task beyond their power, and beyond 
their right to undertake. It never occurred 
to them to confer on a part of the States the 
powar to fores a uniformity. 

In the Government they made they con- 
ferred no such power^ and those who ad- 
miaister it violate Umtr oaths when they 
undertake the task. The framers of ths 
Constilutiou have made provisions looking 
to the exiatunos of slavarj in some of the 
Skates. This everybody knows. Those who 
ttndertaks the abolitisn of slavery, then, 
propose to alter the provisions of the Gov- 
ernment, to nullify some of its provisions 
MUitarg ttaeaadly.

mrt aaaaered aa tha lama and OonatUuMon 
<l/»ha UmUad StaUa. If a Preatdent must 
aaorifioe them to exeonte tha laws of the 
United States he is estopped. Our Governor 
swears tfi' support our Constitution, snd to 
sea that aur laws are faithfully executed 
Ba haa tha same right to enforce the laws 
af this State and defend Us Constitution as 
the President haa to axecate the Laws of the 
United Ststes. He has a right to do it by 
force of arms against any power whatever. 

If U be A doubtful case which has author- 
ity, the Supreme Court is tha tribnpal to 
aaUle the question, not one of the parties. 

Thus the GottstHution as it ia has provided 
Abraham Lincoln has undartaken to free 
slaves in the seceded States. Be, in so do- 
ing, violataa the Constitution and'laws of 
those States, which these States have a 
right te make aad defend, and over whioh 
Mr. Lincoln and the Government of which 
ha is Prcaideut has no power at alL The 
^ -fyovament is an attempt aot to aupport the 
' Bnion under the Constitution; not to sup- 
port a Union of the States as. they are, but 
to change the Constitution and laws of the 
States; then force a Union as the President 
undertakee to make them. Nothing can be 
more in opposition to the work of our 
fsthen. They didn’t undertake to do it, or 
to make a Government with power to do it. 

And we say now, what time will prove, it Is' 
a task that no human power can aoeon;- 
. pU«h. It will fail and crush Its authoro. 

F.irst, because the common sense of the 
country will rebuke it, as it hsa begun to 
do. A whole people will not be insane 
, anongh to attempt it. And, sacond, if they 
did, they have not men end money enough 
to do it. This U nion will be restored, and 
1 1 will be the Unien of the States ‘a* they 
are.

Obo of the noted features along the route 
is the straggling partiea of paroled “eon- 
feds,” heartily sick of the war, with hag- 
gard looka, matted hair and greaay elothea, 
wending their way towards “Uixie’s” saany 
land.

Our last sdvises render It eertain that 
Bragg's srmy is sbandoaing Kastoeky, 
aad thai it'is now ia poskisa in ths neigh- 
borhood ef CumberlMd Qap. We do not 
know, and do not pretend to divine, the 
causes of this retrograde movemeal. Ws 
do knew that it has profkuadlj disap- 
pointed and mortifled our peei^e, and 
dashed ths food hopes thsy had formsd of 
liberating Kentucky and Tennessee. .Wc 
had expected, and reasonably expected, 
from Oen. Brsgg’s magnifioent army some- 
thing more than a mere inoundon to the 
neighborhood of the Okie river — something 
more than fruitless marches and barrsn 
batUse. We had aalioipatod from Oen. 
Bragg something more than boastful or. 
ders to his troops aad sovndiag' proclama- 
tfens te the people beyond the Ohio. We 
had formed exaii^ kopeaof the great expe- 
dilian -which he led ecroes the Tennessee 
river, and nearly up to the suburbs of 
Lonisville. His long deley ni Tupelo, his 
heeitancy at Chattanooga, his tardy ad- 
vaaee intar Kentucky, had ahaken publio 
eoafidence; but few were willing to con- 
demn eo Tong as opportunity yet remained 
for a consummation of the grand objects 
of the eampaign. It is all over now. 
The Kentucky movement in the hands 
of Gen. Bragg has turned out to be simply 
sflfxle. No other word can so sppropri- 
slsly describe iL It has been, from be- 
ginning to end, abriUiant blander and a 
magnifioent feilure. Without losing s 
battle, Gen. Bragg has suffered all ths 
eonsequenoes of defeat; after marchiag 
huadreda of milea in parsait of a flying 
enemy, after o^turing tewns and cities, 
menacing Cincinnati and threatening Loui» 
ville, fighting and winning battlee, and 
taking thousands of prisoners, ke toms his 
back on his eonquesta, and Isavea lo the 
boaieu and womieringenemy all the ad- 
vaniages of victory. We are told that oar 
army gained a gloriooe triumph at Perry- 
ville, and that Kirby Smith defeated Crii-' 
lenden B«*r Frank W aAjxpw-.tha< we 
whipped Nelson at Rlohm^dl^ and that 
Morgan perfionnsd tha mosf gnUdMt sn- 
ploits at many poiaUa that efu taott town 
after town, and eaptored vast numkars of 
prieonars. All these are aohiavamaata 
whioh will adorn ourhistory; but will they 
oompeneate for the disappointment of otfr 
bepee, and tha failum of our graSid echemae 
for the liberation of Kentucky and the re- 
demption of Tenneesee? The fket re- 
mains that, after all our gleriona succeaees, 
our marchea, battles and vicloriea, our army 
ia near Cumberland Gap, snd the enemy in 
poseeeeion egain of all Kentuekj. The 
eampaign is over, aad Geweral Bragg has 
done — just nothing at alL

Aa impression seems to prevail tha*, 
aside from the affair st Petryville, Boell 
has caught no sight of ths rel^la since be 
left this city. This Is a great mistake. 
One or another of the several corps of 
Baell's army haa been close on to the ene- 
my’s heels every day siuee we first earns 
up with tkem at Bardatown, aad the cam- 
paign from that day to the present has 
been a series of skirmishes, of whieh there 
has been scarcely six hours of cessation. 
The affair at Perryville — or Cba^n Hill, 
more properly — was onlyaone of the series, 
Bomei^at magnified above the others. Ba- 
sil has been faithfully seeking to get arauad 
them so as toprevent their leaving the State. 
In this he has apparently failed thus far, 
but, when the reasons are all made public, 
it will be Men that Gen. Buell cannot be 
held responaible, if they do finally escape 
him, which I consider doubilUL Had Qen. 
Buell’s orders been implieitij obeyed, at 
Perryville, Bragg’s entire army would, 
withoat doubt, have been sarronnded, and 
most probably captured. You have notioed 
in the Cinoinnati Gazette, a special tele- 
gram from this city, announcing the arrest 
of Major General McCook and Brigadier 
General Rousseau for alleged violation of 
orders at the battle of Chaplin HilL This 
information, though generally known here, 
was held to be contraband, and hence it 
was aot more generally telegraphed. lu 
appearance in one paper is only s semple 
of ths ridioulous manner in which the 
proas oensorehip is managed here. But 
the affair having now obtained publicity, 
there can be no reason for withholding all 
the facta. 

The battle of Chaplin Hill, it will be re- 
maBbered, was fooght by lleCook'a corps 
alone, Qen. Boosseau’s division bringing 
'the emgagemenL The nppeantaee of the 
sa«i^ was noi'A matter of surpriss te Oen. 
Busli. He knew their locality end (heir 
strength perfretly, snd hod his plans laid 
accordingly. M^ook’s insiruotions were 
not to provoke an engagement, but rather 
to invite an attaek, and, when attached, to 
fhll back a distAnee of three miles and lure 
the enemy on after him. 

Crittenden was moving eastward *on a 
road nearly parallel with that oa whioh 
McCook was raoviag, and was graduating 
his march so as to keep as nearly abreast of 
McCook as poaaible. The design was that 
Mc(^k should find the enemy sad then 
lead them back sulBoiently far to leave 
Crittenden directly on their flank. 

At the same time Gilbert was moving 
eastwsrd on still snother parallel road, be- 
low that oeeupied by Critteadsn. U'u part 
in ths programme' was, when the battle oom- 
menced, to press forward with all possible 
dispatoh, and, by taking cross roads, get 
into position as soon as possible ia the ene- 
my's rear. U will be observed thas thie 
plan was well laid, and gave promise of 
glorious Buoeeu. lioubtless, had it been 
faithfully carried out, Bragg • force would 
have been virtually annihilated, and noth- 
ing would have bma left to de but to cap- 
ture the little force of Kirby Smith. 

But, unfortunately, the plan was not 
faithfully carried ouL Either McCook did 
not receive his orders, or, reseiving thoso, 
chose to sssume the respensibllity of disre- 
garding them, and the whole scheme, very 
naturally, fell through. When MoCook 
eame upon the enemy he at one# deployed 
hie columns and commenced fighting. Not 
only did he not fhll back, but he even 
sought no opportunity to do so— made no 
effort in that direction. The result was, 
our other oorps were not enabled to plaj lbs 
parU assigned them, and, whoa Bragg dis. 
eoveroJ bis inability to whip ua, be took ad- 
vantage of the night snd got awsj before 
Gilbert could reaoh hie rear. 

This is the whole secret of the Per^ville 
battle.

Startling rumors have been wildly floating 
about in reference io the probabilities and 
possibilities of s raid being committed here 
by the noted guerrilla-chief, John Morgan, 
and hie band.
